BIG BOOST 

AT BOARD OF TRADE BANQUET 

Forward Movement Gets a Fine Im¬ 
petus at Annual Gathering—Large 
Crowd of Delighted Guests 

Last night’s annual banquet of the 
Sierra Mad re Board of Trade was a suc¬ 
cess beyond the expectations even of 
the most sanguine, with a record break¬ 
ing attendance and an endless supply of 
booster spirit and general good will. 
About 125 men were seated at the tables 
and there were enough ladies present 
to keep that many hungry men busy 
feeding themselves for an hour and a 
half with the good things the ladies had 
prepared. 

The guests began to arrive early at 
the Woman's Club House and the lob¬ 
bies and parlor presented an animated 
scene as they enjoyed a social half hour 
while awaiting the main event. The 
scene which greeted their eyes when 
they were admitted to the main audi¬ 
torium was a delight to behold. The 
tables were arranged gridiron fashion, 
open at one end and with the speakers 
seated at the table across the opposite 
end. The large room hau been simply 
but attractively decorated for the occa¬ 
sion, though no decorations were needed 
in addition to the beautifully appointed 
tables. 

Music was furnished during the en¬ 
trance of the guests and during the 
serving by an instrumental trio com¬ 
posed of Miss Lucile Larkey. violin. Mr. 
Herbert Ingraham, ’cello, and Miss Hazel 
Hill, piano. Their work was keenly 
enjoyed by the diners and rewarded 
with frequent applause. 

Following the invocation of the divine 
blessing by Rev. Dr. Campbell, the guests 
were seated at the tables and "fell to” 
with a will. The excellence of the menu 
gave ample reason for the frequent bou¬ 
quets which were offered the ladies of 
the Woman's Club by the post prandial 
speakers. The dub house was also the 
subject of most favorable comment on 
the part of all the speakers, especially 
the visitors, to whom it was a revela¬ 
tion. 

President Mead of the Board of Trade 
presided as toastmaster. Following the 
coffee, when the guests began to “smoke 
up. he started the second chapter in the 
proceedings with some very pointed and 
pertinent remarks on the value of the 
Board of Trade to the community. He 
also dwelt upon the class of citizens 
who reap the benefits of the organiza¬ 
tion in the local prosperity withoujfc 
bearing any share of the burdens. 

A letter from Mr. C. B. Boothe, who 
was to have been the chief speaker of 
the evening, was read, expressing his 
regrets at his unexpected inability to 
be present. While the committee were 
in something of a stew as to how to fill 
out the program without their principal 
advertised attraction, all’s well that, 
ends well, and it is doubtful if any 
carefully planned program would have 
worked out more successfully. For in 
place of any long addresses, there were 
a lot of short, snappy talks, straight 
from the shoulder, every one of them 
with at least one point worth remem¬ 
bering. It is a matter of regret that 


lack of time prevents giving them the 
space they deserve. 

Mayor C. W. Jones was introduced by 
President Mead, and he extended a wel* 
come on behalf of the city and the Board 
to the visitors He also included a few 
remarks for the benefit of those who 
linger on the outside of the Board. 

To represent the Board of Trade of 
“Sierra Madre’s only suburb,” the toast¬ 
master called on Mr. Wright of Pasa¬ 
dena, who responded with a happy ap¬ 
peal for more co-operation between these 
kindred organizations in the various 
cities of Southern California. 

President Evans, representing the 
Board of Trade in "our only rival city. 
Monrovia,” said he felt like a stranger 
in his own home. 'For in times gone by 
he had known almost everybody in 
Sierra Madre, hut of late years had 
been unable to keep up with the growth. 
Hi remark« were full of neighborly 
sentiment and called forth generous ap¬ 
plause. 

Mr. George R. Frampton of Artesia 
is the president of a Citizens’ Associa¬ 
tion with a hundred members in a town 
of 500 inhabitants. He told a few things 
about how they do it down there and 
it is likely that some of the Artesia 
methods will he tried in .Sierra Madre 
before another rear has passed. He said 
he had frequently visited Sierra Madre 
for a good many years and the place 
has a warm ^pot in his heart. 

Manager Ross of Mt. Wilson Hotel 
was there. He- made some pertinent re¬ 
marks on the relation of Mt. Wilson to 
Sierra Madre as an advertising card, 
and told how the Mt. Wilson people 
advertise Sierra Madre in all their lit¬ 
erature and other publicity matter. He 
renewed the promise made at the pre¬ 
vious annual banquet to become a mem¬ 
ber of the Board. This time he left a 
year's dues with his application card. 
He also got the glad hand at the close 
of his remarks. 

F. I). R. Moote provided' some eye- 
openers for noil-members of the Board. 
He gave a synopsis of the proceedings 
of the last meeting to proove his asser¬ 
tions regarding the value of the Board’s 
work and the obligation of membership 
resting upon every man in town. 

M. H. Bridle. former secretary and 
one of the original and most persistent 
boosters of the Board of Trade, re¬ 
sponded to the call with a character¬ 
istically good speech. He was followed 
bv Attorney Paul McCormick of T.os 
Angeles, a brother of Attorney A. I. 
McCormick who has been spending the 
winter in Sierra Madre. lie said lie 
could not make a speech, but the ap¬ 
plause which followed belied the open¬ 
ing statement. 

Prof. E. T. Pierce arose to speak, 
figuratively pinching himself and nib¬ 
bing bis eyes to see if lie was really 
awake and in Sierra Madre. He took 
bis bearers back to bis own arrival here 
twenty-eight years ago. but two other 
men now living being here at that time. 
He recalled interesting incidents of the 
early days and reviewed the develop¬ 
ment of the city to the present. Through 
much subsequent travel, and he has had 
much opportunity for seeing the beauty 
spots of the world, including nearly 
every country in France. But he said 
he had never yet found any place to 
equal the foothill slopes of the Sierra 
Madre mountains, with Sierra Madre as 
the chosen spot of all in which to live. 
And his hearers listened to him as one 
having authority and who knew where¬ 
of he spoke.

Third: That a cement gutter two (2) 
feet in width he constructed along both 
sides of said Suffolk Avenue from the 
East property line of Baldwin Avenue 
on the West to the West curb line of 
Sierra Madre Place on the East, (except 
along such portions of said street where 
a cement gutter two (2) feet in width 
has been constructed to the official line 
and grade and accepted by said city), 
in accordance with the plans and pro¬ 
files for such work on file in the office 
of the City Engineer of the said city, 
and city specifications for the construc¬ 
tion of cement gutters on file in the 
office of the City Clerk of the said city, 
said specifications being numbered 8. 

Section 2. That the said Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre 
finds, upon the estimates of. the City 
Engineer of said city, that the cost of 
said proposed work or imp ’ovement will 
be greater than fifty ( 50 ) cents per

There is a popular fallacy that fig 
trees cannot he pruned with safety to 
the tnes. It i- a very common notion 
that the branches will die back and 
either handicap the growth of the tree 
or kill it. if out like other fruit trees. 
This is all wrong, according to horticul¬ 
tural periodicals and the experience of 
some local fruit growers. The fact 
seems to he that pruning is as essential 
f ir successful fig culture as for any other 
kind of fruit. Very often one sees old. 
overgrown fig trees hearing a large or 
small crop of small, poorly flavored fruit, 
hardly worth giving space to the tree, 
because the owner harbor- this fallacy 
regarding pruning. With judicious prun¬ 
ing the trees might he made to hear a 
good crop of excellent fruit. 


SLOW TELEPHONE SERVICE 

One business man who does not use 
the telephone more than an average 
amount, figures that he has been caused 
to waste just fifty-seven minutes in a 
week while waiting on “central." who¬ 
ever that title may apply to.

FRUIT TREES 

Those who contemplate planting fruit 
trees this year and have not done so 
should attend to it now.
